Floud enjoy* the fin- 
e*t lake la»ach In tho state, the entire 
city front on the north two mile*— 
twlng sandy, and having a gradual 
slope to drop water, which make* this 
the finest bathing t**a*i» known In 
frevli water* of thla state. 

That the eluh desire* to maintain 
thl* attractive l**ach hy preventing the 
gradual growth of hyacinth* to a point 
of covering the entire water front, was

push through (lie mas* of the plant. 
The government haa spent thousand* 
of dollar* trylug to eliminate this pe*t 
hi the Ht. Johns and other rivers, and 
the only sure method yet discovered 
liaa been to pull the plants from the 
water and haul them out to dry land 
to decay The plants thus removed are 
wade use of In some part* of the afate 
a* fertiliser, as the decaying plant la 
Hue of the thing* that forma the baa!* 
of muck lain. 

The hyacinth la not a native of 
Florida, a* many s*i>m to think, but 
waa admired hy some traveler to Houth 
America for Its beautiful tropical 
growth and Its cone-like blooms that 
at certain season* make a waterway 
look like a solid mass of light purple 
flower*. A few bunches vrere Imported 
to Florida and In a few year* had 
spread until now It la fonnd In i»n#f 
of the freak water lakea and liver* of 
the atate. especially the sluggish little 
streams some distance from tba coast 
and salt water. 

Mr. CcCrsUla Is to M commended 
fur hitnalog lUU maKet to tb« atten¬ 
tion of the club, and It la Imped that 
bla timely action and th* step* taken 
by the dab will remove all plant* of 
the water hyadnth* from tlie lake at 
Ht Cloud before It becomes u pe*l or 
rraclie* such proportions of growth 
I hat It* removal would he *0 expensive 
it to he luipoaelhle.
